Wow! The Finishing The Work campaign held last Fall at Lakeshore was a 
tremendous success.

This is a fun and enlightening introduction 
to Lakeshore Community Church. 

Josh Shepanski has returned to Rochester after a stint in the Navy and though quite spiritually 
mature for a young man, he has just started his New Horizons journey. Josh feels that the New 
Horizons classes provide a "welcome, comfortable introduction to Lakeshore" and "open doors 
to newcomers" that offer insight into opportunities for growth and participation at Lakeshore. 

Turan Erdogan has served an elder and can be seen on stage with the drama team or giving 
the Sunday message. He also teaches NH 201 and keeps the class on their toes. He promised 
me a thirty second sound-bite but was so excited about NH 201 that he offered much more! 

New Horizons 201 , says Turan, teaches that "we were never meant to stand still once we 
become Christians; God wants to continue to grow us spiritually." You won't be on your own, 
as NH 201 helps you develop key "habits" regular quiet time with God, giving to God and 
building relationships through Lakeshore groups. 

Do you desire to be more involved more to Lakeshore ministries but aren't sure how or where 
you can participate? New Horizons 301 identifies your gifts and helps you develop and apply 
them in service to our ministry teams. The class materials include a spiritual gift discovery 
guide and personality profile that assist in the discovery of your talents and abilities. 

Brian Hartman describes NH 301 as the time to start "thinking outward." NH 101 and 201 
develop us "inwardly" or personally, but after completing NH 301 and 401 you will look for 
opportunities to serve and share your faith. 

Youth Pastor Cory Hunneyman and his wife Shanna are working their way through NH 
seminars. They discovered that NH 301 leaders Andy Mitchell and Bob Brinthaupt have their 
own unique gifts of teaching and make an effective team. Shanna says it's great that Lakeshore 
values and nurtures creativity" and Cory, though it was "news to him", discovered that 
creativity was among his gifts. As a pastor, Cory appreciates the growth opportunities 
provided by New Horizons and encourages all Lakeshore people to attend.

Ray Kaforey has great technical skills and as the web master for Lakeshore's Men's Ministry, 
New Men In Christ, developed a web site by using his creativity and feels that "New Horizons 
energized and focused him." 

New Horizons 401 is the culmination of the series and is taught by Mike Fragassi and Dan 
Kilker. Mike is a leader of New Men In Christ where Lakeshore's men regularly proclaim the 
need to "get outside our comfort zone." Sharing your faith is a challenge for the new Christian 
and the four NH classes prepare you for this mission. Mike reminds us that "the soapbox on the 
corner" isn't for everyone and NH 401 emphasizes the "good news" method of faith sharing. 
He offered this number: 90% of people who come to Christ due so as a result of relational 
evangelism. 

Kathy and Jim Shepanksi are long-time Lakeshore members who took the first three NH 
seminars years ago, and recently were able to complete 401 after 1 3 years! Persistence pays off 
and they view New Horizons as a great investment in their walk with God. 

Heather and Ray Hardaway have also hit a new Horizons "home run," by completing all four 
seminars. Heather learned that evangelism "is not necessarily banging on doors". 

Ray's NH 401 experience inspired him to create a "statement of faith" that he has published on 
his Face Book page to share with his friends, especially those that are not familiar with his 
spiritual side. This is a means of accountability and Ray hopes that if his friends see him acting 
in a non-Biblical manner "call me on it!"
